Th e tr e a ty , Lodge said, s u b s titu te s 
“ the a s s u r a n c e of peace for th e a r ­ 
r a n g e m e n t s a n d calculati ons of w a r . ” 
A t the s a m e tim e it keeps the United 
Sta tes “c le a r of all alliances of any 
sort w hic h a re in their very n a t u r e u l ­ 
ti m a te b re e d e r s of w a r and shall a l ­ 
ways h ave hidden behind them p e n a l ­ 
ties a n d force." 
Lodge denied that the pact imposes 
on th e U nited Sta tes any obligation 
“exce pt to mee t with the oth er s i g n a ­ 
tories a n d th e consultatio n in case of 
a n y c o n tr o v e rs y a ri sin g or in case of 
a g g re s sio n by some outside p o w e r not 
a s ig n a to ry .”
